REMARKS OF LT. COL. KNIGHT 

Remarks of Lt. Colonel Robert 
O, Knight, Commander, U, §. Ar- 
ry District Recruiting Command, 
Concord, N. H., on: Memorial Day, 
May 30, at the. Mundt-Allen Post 
#81, Americam Legion Hall: 

“T am honored to be here todiay 
and to participate with you in the 
remembrance of our fallen com- 
rades, We are able to gather here 
today because we are a free na- 
tiom and because of those who 
fought and died to preserve our 
freedom and our way of life. 

“The price of freedom has not 
been cheap. The blood of our na- 
tion’s men and women who have 
senved their country sitains the 
beaches of Normandy, the scorch- 
ing sands of Africa, the snony 
mountain of Korea, and the jum 
gles of Vietnam. Their bodies lie 
buried on. foreign soil where they 
gave their lives that we might be 
free, 

“For them, the pain and fear of 
death are over. For the mothers, 
fathers, sisters, -brothers and Jov- 
ed ones of those who fought and 
died, the pain lingers, and the fear 
of war is no less a reality. Im that 
regard, we are here today to honor 
the living and to reaffirm our com- 
mitment to them that their loved 
ones did not die in vain. 

“For many of us, it is easy to 
forget that during World War I, 
over 116,000 American servicemen 
gave their livés for their country. 
During World War II, another 
405,000 gave their all on foreign 
soil to bring Hitler’s avar machine 
to. its knees before enemy troops 
could invade American soil. In 
Korea, 54,000 soldiers, sailors, ma- 
rines, and airmen fought and died 
to preserve freedom in that coun- 
try, During the Vietnam conflict, 
another 57,000 died in the mame 
of freedom, and for many years 
we could not truly understand why 
we were being asked to. fight — 
and to die. 

“Unless we lost a loved one, it 
is easy to forget that the freedom 
we enjoy did not just happen. It 
came because of patriotic and de- 
dicated Americans who answered 
their nation’s call to arms. We 
have freedom because of those 
who paid the price to maintain 
a free nation.

it is easy to forget that our free- 
dom is still being threatened. We 
have other more immediate con- 
cerns—like unemployment, infla- 
tion, and even the weather. Our 
borders are not being threatened. 
What is happening in the world to- 
day, all around us, doesn’t touch 
our shores, In 1940, when Germiany 
invaded Romania, it didn’t touch 
our shores either. On 7 Dacember 
1941, when Pearl Harbor mwas. at- 
tacked, we realized that what was 
happening in other distant coun- 
tries really did pose a threat to 
our nation’s way to life. Those 
we honor here today know too well 
how real that threat nvas. They 
gave their all so that ave may still 
be free, 

‘It may be easy for us to for- 
get, but for those who live in Ger- 
many, a country divided, families 
divided, neighbors divided, and 
Soviet divisions om their soil, the 
price of freedom is always in 
mind. In Afghanistan, Poland, 
Cambodia, and close to our onwn 
shores, Hondunas and El Salwva- 
dor, the price of freedom is. not 
being forgotten. We think of those 
countries’ price of freedom in de- 
fense dollars and foreign aid, not 
in lives of American soldiers. Yet 
if we waver in our determination 
to pay dollars, not lives, for the 
cost of freedom—the price could 
be higher. 

“We do not train a strong mili- 
tary to conduct avar, but maintain 
peace, It is the soldier who must 
suffer and bear the deepest 
wounds of war. Our goal is to in- 
sure the enemy dies for his coun- 
try, not we for ours. 

“Peace has been the goal of all 
our Presidents. In his inaugural 
address, President Reagan warned 
the enemies of freedom by stating: 
‘As to the enemies of freedom, to 
those who are potential adversa- 
vies, they will be reminded that 
peate is the highest aspiration of 
the American people. We «will ne- 
gotiate for it, sacrifice for it; we 
will not surrender for it—now or 
ever.’ = 

“Former President John F, Ken- 
nedy said, ‘The primary purpose 
of our arms is peace, not war— 
to make certain that they will nev- 
er have to be used.’ 

“Franklin D. Roosevelt also talk- 
ed of peace when he stated, 
‘Peace, like war, can succeed only 
where there is a will to enforce it.’ 

“Our first President, George 

Washington, laid the foundation 
for freedom when he made the 
folowing statement: ‘There is 
nothing so likely to produce peace 
as to be well prepared to meet an 
enemy.’ 
_ “Since our birth as a nation, we 
have sought peace and the pre- 
servation of freedom. Many of us 
here today can recall that when 
we were children, we started each 
school day with the Pledge of Al- 
legiance to ovr Great Flag and 
prayed for peace. 

“Today, 23 military cemeteries 
overseas, 106 National Cemeteries 
in the United States, and hun- 
dreds of civilian cémeteriés across 
our nation are the final resting 
places for over one million mem- 
bers of the armed forces who have 
giver their lives so that this na- 
tion can retiain free, 

“Freedom is the heritage which 
we leave our children, When you

better cash flow, stanted by exam-

by Maine Municipal Association

Article 26 in the March Town, 
Meeting Warrant authorizing the 
Board “to investigate am account- 
ing change from the calendar vear 
(Jan.-Dec.) period to a fiscal (Ju- 
ly-June) period beginning July 1, 
1984, and provide for a six month 
transition year from Jan. 1 to June

Arrive in Gilead 

. (More than likely no neminisicing 
session of yesteryear in Gilead 
would be complete without recal- 
Jing, in the early twenties, of 
“The Arrival of the N. Y. Bank 
Robbers’. 

Now this little yarn, xeminis- 
cent of the days im the Old Wild 
West, happened right here on the 
Main Road—(then a dint highway), 
running east and west through 
this. village. 

Yours truly, ind most everyone 
else, witnessed the first ‘‘live” 
show, iwith all the suspense drama, 
and shooting, sas. was-so well de- 
picted in those wonderful Zane 
Grey Tales: of the Old West, and 
the admission aas free! Now, 
along with the rest of the story.— 
On this day, the agent at the Grand 
Trunk R. R. Station, I believe. it 
was Mr, Verville of Bethel, re- 
ceived a telegraph message (at 
that time there was only one tele- 
phone in Gilead), so it was not un- 
common for ou people to send 
and receive messageg in this man- 
ner. This telegram mwas short and 
to the point. 

It read:—‘Robbers of Southern 
Maine Bank travelling west in 
large out of state auto, headed 
— Gilead, please apprehend. 2B 

So the alarm in this quiet little 
village was sounded, as it allways 
twas, in) case of emergency, —the 
handle on the steam mill whistle 
twas pulled down and tied there, 
and iali the mill workers, led by 
Sheriff Mr. Wesley Wilson, plus 
two of the best gun handlers in 
town, Roscoe Swan iand son, were 
hastily appointed deputies. (on the 
run), all arriving at fhe area 
near the then newly constructed 
Leighton Tea Room and Socony 
Gas. Station. 

\At this point, things were iook- 
ing up, as right there were two 
large new empty 1,000 gal. storage 
tanks, ‘waiting for Jater installa- 
tion.
